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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT and 
EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This action is responsive to amendment filed February 17, 2005. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective because: 

Applicant has not given a post office address anywhere in the application 
papers as required by 37 CFR 1.33(a), which was in effect at the time of filing of the 
oath or declaration.

Response to Amendments 

3. Per Applicants' request, claims 1, 6, 17, 20, 34, 35, 38, 49, 50, 55, 66, 67, 72 and 
83 have been amended; claims 4, 5, 21, 22, 36, 37, 53, 54, 70 and 71 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-3, 6-20, 23-35, 38-52, 55-69 and 72-83 remain pending. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 17-23, filed February 17, 2005, with 
respect to claims 1-3, 6-20, 23-35, 38-69 and 72-83 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3, 6-13, 15, 17-20, 23-30, 32, 38-45, 47, 50-52, 
55-62, 63, 66, 72-80 and 82 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Heuristic 
Physics Laboratories, Inc/s Workflow View User's Guide and that of claims 14, 16, 
31, 33-35, 46, 48-49, 64-65, 68-69 and 81 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Heuristic Physics Laboratories, Inc.'s Workflow View User's Guide 
In view of Applicants' amendments to of Heuristic Physics Laboratories, Inc/s Switch 
Engine, User Manual have been withdrawn. 
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Examiner's Amendment

Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

6. Claims 1-3, 6-20, 23-35, 38-52, 55-69 and 72-83 are allowed. 

7. The following is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 
The prior art of record teach or suggest user's interaction with software 

applications and how to select different types of data from databases. Specifically, the 
prior art of record when taken alone or in combination fail to teach or suggest the 
following features considered in combination with the remaining features of 
independent claims 1,17, 20, 34, 35, 49, 50, 66, 67 and 83: 

at least one of said plurality of objects has at least one interactively alterable operation 
parameters during execution of said user interactive program and wherein said interactively alterable 
operation parameter provides a parameter for data extraction for use in said use interactive program; 
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a first one of said plurality of objects being a first input object for extractingfirst specified data 
from a first selected database; and 

a second one of said plurality of objects being a second input object for extracting second 
specified data from a second selected database having a different schema than said first selected 
database.
